ADDS TO DIFFICULTIES. 
General Pascual Orozco, leader of tha

whether state or federal- 


A huge monolith was unearthed in the 
capital a short time ago during excava- 
tions which are being carried on for the 
extension of water mains.

Is in the form of a plumed serpent, and 
it is ihougnt to have been one of t.ie 
corner stones of the ancient Axtec tem- 
ple of Tenochtitlan. Tha find has been 
turned over to the national museum with 
accurate measurements as to the place 
in which it was found.

"The advancement ot women notwith- 


standing," says the writer, "for an over- 
powering vasi majority of women, mar- 
riage offers the only life career Marriage 
s the greatest and most important event 
n the existence of women and initiates 
them into a mysterium. which to learn 
in anv other way constitutes a violation 
of the laws of society. Marriage is to a 
targe extent the determining factor in 
the industrial existence aid social status 
of a woman. It unlocks life to her, gives 


•eater freedom than is accorded her sin- 


gle sister." 


MAN DETHRONED. 


Ibsen reviews the. development of mar- 


riage and family life. 
In the post, ha 


sais, woman has been satisfied to be the 
mother of the family while the man as- 
pired to be king, judge and priest. Un- 
der his leadership families became na- 
:lons. It was the father which freed the 
family from the former subordinate sta- 
tus. 


"The father, once lord and ruler of the 


'amily, is now to be considered merely a« 
the provider of the family," continued 
Ibsen.

BERLIN, May IS.—Erl, a llttJe village,

It is 
more than a century since the Passion 
Play was given at Erl every ten years, 
but the place was entirely off the tourist 
track and, is little heard of.

tRUELTY OF PERSIA 


TEHERAN. May 18. — Even the most 
seasoned westerner is moved to ejecula- 
tions of surprise and horror when he 
watches the administration of justice In 
Persia today. Many years' residence In 
the country fail to inure him. to the 
severity of the Persian punitive code, 
which equals the excessive cruelties 'of 
.he Spanish Inquisition. 
There is no exaggeration about It. Per- 
sia is at least 500 years behind the times 
and Its penal code displays Incredible 
barbarities. 
Even while the British and 
Russian representatives were bothering 
about such matters as the wrongful de- 
tention of territory b/ Salar-ed-Dowleh, 
the ex-Shah's brother, revolting cruelties 
were dally perpetrated under their very 
loies in the name of justice. 
To the humanitarian traveler tho real 
problem nerore the civilized nations Is 
how to raise Persian sentiment to some- 
thing far nearer the level- of that ob- 
taining- in well ordered communities, for 
civilization Is offe*»lea hy these horrible 
demonstrations of "nature red in tooth 
and claw." 


EXECUTIONS EVER 
DAY. 


In Teheran, as in every other town 
atid village of the country, you are up 
against a condition of things not seen In 
Europe since tho middle ages. 
Execu- 
tions in the maldan, or public sauare, are 
almost a dally occurrence. 
While strolling through the 
Shlraz 
bazaar the other day, a carpet dealer 
told me the hurrying crowds were on 
their way to see a criminal newn in 


Maklns my way to the maidan wlttt 
a throng of excited sightseers, I found 
the square white with the veils of wo- 
men, who far outnumbered the men. The 
wretched prisoner was tied between two 
poles, and behind him stood the red- 
coated executioner with a long: hcavy- 


I refrain 'from flwrlMnu the »ub-)e- 
aupnt dolnRs, beyond mentioning that the 
body wns nailed opainst the city gates 
till sunset as an example and warning 
to the people. The only good thing said 
about it, is that the news of the execu- 
tion passed along the 
caravan routes, 
which for a time were undoubtedly safer 
for travelers. 
But eveu this punishment was ex-' 
cee<led at Fars. where on a beautiful 
spring day. while rldins toward the town 


j Kate, I sighted a group of people leaving 
the bazaar. In the midst of red-coated 
soldiers walked two wretched fellows In 
rags. 
Encumbered by heavy chains they w*e 
being- dragged along- by the governor's 
farashes, who carried long willow rods In 
token of their authority. 
The ultimate 
fate of these two highway robbers had 
been proclaimed 
by the Rockweh Dow- 
leb, prince-governor of Fars. They were 
to be walled up alive! 
When the procession reached Its des- 
tination, masons were already building 
a square, box like erection of "bricks. 
shaped so that the prisoners could kneel 
in It side by side. The shivering wretches 
were seized and placed in their 
living 
tomb, one with his head and the other 
•with his feet protruding from the top. 
The space between them was filled with 
earth and stones, and finally fluid mor- 
tar was poured in to fill and bind the 
whole maas into a solid block. 
The spot where this atrocity happened 
became a place of pilgrimage, passing 
muleteers and caravaners spreading the 
news at the various caravanserlns for 
miles around, BO that at every galliui. or 
fountain, the stern justice administered 
by their princa wag talked of for weeks 
after. 


- 
PUNISHMENT BY COURTS. 
In every large Persian town Justice Is 
dally dispensed in the open court of the 
governor's palace, 
which 
is 
always 
thronged with people. Typical of this 
phase of Persian life was the scene I 
witnessed from the government garden in 
Shlraz. 
Before tho open window In the hall 
of Justice sat the governor's vizier hold- 
Ing court. Hero petitions and complaints 
were considered and summary punish- 
ment meted out to offenders. The east- 
ern Cadi of tho story booka still exists 
here, though the ages seem to have 
steeled rather than softened his severity.

career as an actreas shouldn't be a logi- 
cal as well as an attractive one for a 
college woman. 


MUST BE HARD WORKER. 


"To begin with, there isn't any doubt 


that the actress who really advances in 
'her work, who develops into an artist on 
the stage, is the one who is a thorough 
student as well as a haid worker. Tho 
actress with a serious purpose is the one 
"who lasts 
Pill}, rareiess frirls who romp 


to the stage and make a hit through 
some pretty trickery or other may have 
a temporary success, but they are not tho 
ones who grow into big things. 


"I should think the college girl would 


Oiave a splendid start through the habit 
of serious study that college discipline 
ilias given her She knows that she can- 
not get worth-vv hile results without work- 
ing hard for them. And then there's an- 
other thing- The college girl would come 
to the stage with an excellent ground- 
work of knowledge regarding- the, litera- 
ture of the drama. 
She has given years 


of study to Shakespeare's plays and the 


'•other- classics of the stage. 


"The best thine about the college- ex- 


perience, thougn. as a preparation for thd 
stage, is, I should think, the excellent op- 
portunit} for practical dramatic work 
which It gives the students. 
The, ama- 


.teur dramatics at colldge nowadays are 
'-anything but crude, raw performances. 
,They are carefully 
staged, 
thoroughly 


studied, and tho players often drilled by 
ta professional coach. 
Ever so many of 


'the men on our stapce today who'are 
noted actors got started in this direction 
'by taking part year after yeilr In tho 
idramatlcs at their colleges, and I think 
'this must be true, too, of a good many 
, of tho women on the stage. One Bainard 


graduate who used to star aa Peter Pan 
'in college dramatics Is now a member of 
Maudo Adams' own company. 


ATTITUDE DIFFERS. 


"The whole altitude toward women who 


,go on the stage Is so different nowadays 
ifrom what it ilscd to be that I think no 
college elrl should 
feel any reluctance 


about taking up such work If she really 
•feels that she can express herself better 
through this art than in any other. An 
earnest, thoughtful actreas, who regards 
her dramatic work as an art, certainly 
dignifies the profession, ant! she soon has 
an entree to the people who arc really 
worth knowing- 
"Please don't make me sound like a 


person who knows all about these things," 
begged Miss Doro. "As I say. I'm not a 
college girl. I wont to boarding school, 
and went directly from school to the 
stage. I know that many more girls are 
being directed toward the stage by their 
pehool work than ever before. 
1 was 


•the first girl from my school who ever 
went on the stage, but since that time— 
nhout ten years ago—ever so many g'rls 
from that school have become actresses. 


"College 
girls have beauty—nmny f t 


them—or the possibility of it, at any 
rate," and hero Miss Doro added with 
conviction, "any woman can make her- 
self "pretty If she gives a great deal of 
thought to It in tho first placo and then 
forcets all about It In the second place. 
Collftero girls aie generally strong 
and 


healthy because they take so much ov- 
erdue,' and their four years of mental 
training ought to give them Intelligence 
poise nnd self-confidence.

THEATER GALLERY SOON 
TO BE THING OF THE PAST 


NEW YORK, May 18.—There will bo 


radical departure In the plan* for fu- 
ture legitimate theaters to be erected In 
New York and other large cities of the 
United Stated, to meet the demands of 
present day theatergoers. 


Managers have discovered by experi- 


ence that galleries In first class houses 
are a thing of the past, there being lit- 
tle of no demand for 'seats In the upper 
sections of the playhouses' beyond the 
first balcony. 


In future all theinewly constructed le- 


gitimate houses will probably do away 
entirely with galleries, patterning 
their 


structure alongMhe Ideas of the picture 
houses with large ground floor seating 
capacity and aa large a balcony as the 
slue of the plots will permit. 


To accomplish this, larger plots of 


ground will be necemary tnd necessitate 
the carrying of the single balconies from 
the rear wall far down In the audito- 
rium. 


The erase for "pop" 
vaudeville and 


picture houses of capacity, which per- 
mit of the charging of but SB cents for 
orchestra seats, has tended to educate 
the average "village sport'; to occupy a 


downstairs seat with his best girl, l>y 
ths Investment of but half a dollal. Oiic* 
acquainted with the advantages of se- 
curing the "best In the house" at cheap 
prices, It has been found an almost Im- 
possible task to Induce the former loft 
crowd to pay higher prices for gallery' 
seat*, no matter what' the 
attraction;

SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—Isaac 


TJohen, a wealthy tailor employed by 
Joe Pohelm at Market at Ellis streets, 
and whose home was at the Fresno 
hotel. 447 ICddy street, was shot and 
killed somo time after 6 o'clock last 
Monday evening in a. vacant house 
E.t 1338 Steiner street. 


The body of Cohen was found' to- 
day. It is thought by the police that 
Cohen was lured to the house by a, 
woman and there slain for the pur- 
pose 
of 
robbery. 
Cohen 
usually 


carried several hundred dollars on 
his person. A woman's gloves, hand- 
kerchief, celluloid hairpin and a bit 
of white fur boa were found in the 
room In which Cohen's body lay. 


Cohen was shot in the stomach 


with' a .38-calibor 
pistol, 
and the 


bullet wound 
was 
found to have 


caused his death/- He was also beat- 
En on the head, probably with the 
pistol. 
No weapon of any sort was 


found in the building. 


THINK WOMAN SLAYER. 


A long-.brown hair was found at- 
tached, to Cohen's. coat collar. It is 
' 
th6ught by Hie ijolico that thia hair 
was detached from the head of the 
woman during the 'struggle which 
ended in Cohen's death. 


The theory of the police is that 


the woman was assisted by a man 
In the slaying and robbing of Cohen. 


The body of Cohen was discovered

shade dealer at 1758 Ellis street. He 
had gone to the vacant building with 
Mrs. Max Harris of 735 Baker street,

who had agreed to rent the place. 


While the two women remained at 
tho foot of the stairway Beardmore 
ascended to the second floor. Near 
the head of the stairway in the back 
parlor of the flat Beardmore saw the 
body of Cohen lying. Frightened ho 
hastened to the street and informed

At his hotel, where the striking; play- 
ers were awaiting; developments, he 
said he would not hazard a guess as 
to the final outcome of the strike. 
"I am afraid," he said, -"that it will 


go hard with the players in spite of 
the fact that they feel they are fight- 
ing; for a principle.

GAMJZ WAS A FAIICE. 


A good many of the Detroit play- 


ers witnessed the farce of a game 
between the Athletics and the scrub 
team which Manager Jennings got to- 
gether to put into the lyittcrms which 
the regulars discarded, 
. 


Manager .Tennines was relieved that 


Sunday, without a game, would give 
time to adjust' things. The players 
boasted ,that they were not worried 
over the situation. The players did 
not strike' because Cobb was pun- 
ished for striking the spectator at the 
New York game. As a matter of fact, 
they say they expected Cobb to be 
fined, or, at the worst, to be suspended 
for a few days only. What they ob- 
jected to so violently was the Indefi- 
nite term of the suspension and the 
refusal of President Johnson to with- 
hold action until he had made his 
Investigation. The players announced 
tonight that If they were not rein- 
stated In a body and justice done to 
Cobb, they would leave the team and 
start on a barn-storming tour across 
the country, ending up with a trip to 
Japan.

not care much what the officials did 
about their strike. 


NO SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


While some members of the Ath- 


letics expressed sympathy with the 
Detroit players there Is no likelihood 
of their taking any action to aid the 
striking Dotrolters. The- players were 
averse to being Interviewed on the 
subject, but Connie Mack said he had 
no fears as to what they would do. 


"I don't take any stock In this talk 


of a sympathetic strike by my men," 
said the Athletics" manager. 
'The 


members of our team are not neces- 
sarily concerned In whnt happened In 
New York. 
I have not even taken 


the trouble to ask my men what they 
would do If appealed to to strike In 
sympathy, mit from what I heard of

remain firm. 


Ban Johnson. Is a stickler for disci- 
pline. 
Should - he .insist upon pun- 


ishing, the strikers'and. .the players 
quit the league in a body, as they

NEW' ATTACK PLANNED. 


TJpon this evidence' a new bill of com- 


plaint making a blanket attack uoon the 
holdings of the Southern 'Pacific rail- 
road in California worth millions of dol- 
lars and comprising hundreds of thousands 
of .acres will be framed and filed, it was 
announced today. 


The government officials will lay the 


'facts before the Deptartmeut 'of Jus>-' 
tlce in Washington. - 


The documentary evidence was secured 


through Chas. W. Eberlein,' who at the 
time the lands In controversy were se- 
lected was acting land agent for tho 
Southern Pacific. 
In the government's 


complaint Eberlein Is charged with mak- 
ing a .false and fraudulent affidavit In 
furtherance • of the 
alleged .conspiracy 


as 'to;, the. non-mineral character 'of the 
lands 'involved. 


••' 
"MADE THE GOAT." 


. The letters, secured by the government 


prove that Eberlein acted in good faith, 
and was honest In his belief that the lands 
were non-mineral when he made appli- 
cation for patent on behalf of .the rail- 
road. In the words of th'e official him- 
self, "he was made .the goat." 


The 
government 
claims 
that 
the 


Southern Pacific Company and tho Kern 
Trading Company are one and the same 
corporation, ..tho' latter being merely a 
"dummy" through which the railroad Is 
charged with having carried out Its con- 
spiracy. The lease; dated August 21, 1904, 
Is signed' by "VV. H. Markham,' then vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Southern Pacific;-Company, .as president 
of : the Kern Trading and Oil Company. 


EBERUEIN ;IS;STAR WITNESS. 


-Eberlein was the star witness today. 


He was acting land agent for the SouthT 
ern Pacific railroad from the fall of 1903 
until 1908, having been appointed at the 
request of Julius Kruttschnltt. He ap- 
pointed George . A. Stono as his chief 
assistant. Unacquainted with the terri- 
tory. Eberlein readily accepted the state- 
ments of the officials that the lands 
were, non-mineral in character and made 
an affidavit setting forth theso facts, 
ho testlflcdi today. 
His 
suspicion, he 


stated, was ' aroused when the leaso In- 
troduced in evidence between the' S. P. 
and tho Kern Trading and Oil Company 
was presented to him for his signature. 
The lease was signed by Markham,. W. 
F. Herrln, chief counsel for tho Southern 
Pacific, and E.1 T. Durable, consulting 
geologist. 


Eberlein refused to sign the lease and 


on September 10, 1904, wrote to Vice-. 
President Markham urging delay In the 
execution of these papers.

erlelTi testified, was left off the lease, 
which for years was looked upon as valid 
by tha railroad and which, ha claims, was 
spread upon the books of the auditor.

the railroad denied that It.was connected 
by a "secret lease or otherwise." with 
tho Kern Trading and Oil Company. Tha 
papers claimed to prove the government 
case by tho officials wore secured through 
the cleverness of Assistant Aftorney-Gen- 
eral Mills.

BY U. S. GOVERNMENT 


Court Petitioned to Authorize Seizure of 


950,000 Bags 
; 


NEW YORK, May 18.—After 
a 


year of careful research and prepara- 
tion, the government today instituted 
suit against tha coffee trust under 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The suit follows quickly the testi- 


mony of the first witnesses In the 
money trust Investigation at "Wash- 
ington, which showed: 
That J. P. Morgan, the National 


City Bank and the First National 
Bank of New. York have used their 
huge resources to curb the production 
of coffee in Brazil and corner the 
world's supply. 


That great capitalists in Europe In 


league with those of America are able 
to control the output of a commodity 
used In every household in the United 
States. 


The action is the "moat drastic ever 


started by the government In its long] 
series of anti-trust suits, In that for 
the first time that section of the 
Sherman law which, authorizes the 
seizure and sale of goods in transit 
has been invoked 
Under this clause 


of the law a petition was presented 
to Judge Hand in the United States 
District Court today to authorize the 
seizure by the government of 950,000 
bags of coffee now held in the ware- 
houses of the New York Dock Com- 
pany in Brooklyn and the Immediate 
salo of this vast amount of 
coffee 


being withheld from the market un- 
der tho valorization scheme thjft Is

tiofi plan, 
i 


Briefly, fh« plan which was ton-1 


and approved by the government of 
Brazil solely for the purpose of con- 
trolling the crop movements of coffee 
in Brazil. 
The government imposed 


heavy export taxes upon coffee beyond 
specified amounts that were to be per- 
mitted to find their way to 
marjcet 
each year during the ten-year life of 
the plan. 
The scheme was put into 


operation In 1909. Hence it has still 
seven years to run. In order to give 
solidity to the plan, the government 
of Brazil made a bond issue of $75.- 
000,000. These bonds were handled, 
as before stated, partly by tho Na- 
tlonall City Bank of New York. It Is 
known also, though no mention 
of 
that fact Is made in tho suit filed to- 
duy, that J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
First National Bank were allotted 'a 
portion of the bonds. 


Since the existence of the plan the 


government o£ Brazil, in order the 
more certainly to execute its part of 
the gigantic scheme of monopoly— 
tho only world-wide monopoly thus 
far established—has actually burned 
tens of thousands of bags of the in- 
ferior grades of coffee so as to keep 
them from menacing the constant up- 
ward tendency of prices. 


PRICE DOUBLED. 


When tho scheme was'first put In 
operation coffee was selling in New 
York at 7% cents. 
In the govern- 


ment's suit It is stated that the price 
at present quoted by the New York 
coffee exchange if 14% cents a pound. 
The price has gone up in ^pite of the 
fact that there has been no crop fail- 
ure In any part of tho world during 
this period, and In spite of the fur- 
ther fact that millions of bags of the 
best grades of coffee have been held 
In warehouses here and In Europe, 
subject to the orders of the valoriza- 
tion committee. 
About 40 per cent 


Of the Brazilian output Is consumed 
In the United States. 


The 950,000 bags which the gov- 


ernment hopes to 
seize and throw 


upon the market at once through a 
Receiver to be appointed by Judge 
Hand, la a part of 6,000,000 bags 
taken over by tho valorization com- 
mittee throe years ago and lmpoun<|- 
ed on both sides of the Atlantic. At 
one time there were thus impounded 
the enormous amount of 6,994,920 
bags. Under the original agreement 
of the monopolists to force Up the 
price of coffee, the following allot- 
ments of the Impounded coffee were 
made: 
New York 1,744,181 bags; 
Hamburg, 
1,766,203 bags, the 
re- 


mainder being distributed around va- 
rious European coffee markets. 


Tho valorization scheme was first 
conceived by Mr, Sielcken and other 
big coffee 
manipulators 
In Europe 
and Brazil as a practicable means of 
averting In future the big drop In 
prices throughout the world that 
would have followed the bumper crop 
of Brazil In 1906-7. 


HEAVY YTETjD. 


It 
reached 
the 
unprecedented 
amount of 19,000,000 bags, as against 
10,000,000 the year before and a nor- 
mal crop of about 14,000,000. This 
great and unexpected . yield threat- 
ened to flood the world's market and 
bring temporary loss to the planters 
in Sao Paulo and the one or two oth- 
er coffee producing states of Brazil. 
The state government of Sao Paulo 
first undertook to finance the valori- 
zation plan but found the task too 
heavy. Then the federal government 
of Brazil stopped In and relieved Sao 
Faulo of the burden.

Uglily organized forms gradually come in. 
It is snfd that at about 340 degrees the 
conditions are favorable .for the rapid 
growth of several species 
Tho develop- 


ment of plant life at such excessive tem- 
peratures and on a scale of such rnas:nl- 
tude seems a marvelous thing. Nowhere 
else can this be seen so well as In the 
Yellowstone Park.

SPRrr-SFIELD, Ohio, May 18—From 
ihe platform of the Billy S-mdny Tab- 
ernaclB President Taft tonight aroused as 
much enthusiasm among his audience of 
10,000 as the redoubtable Billy e\er did. 
General Warren Keifer, who has long 
teen a member of Congress from Ohio, 
Introduced the President, whose train 
was nearly three hours late. 


After voicing his approval of the rall- 


Toad bill and other administration meas- 
ures, the President took up Rocsevelt and 
declared that 
the 
colonel's protective 


i>ollcy "Is a proposition of reform to use 
tfrom the platform to catch votes." 


Just before reaching Springfield, Presi- 
dent Taft at TJrbana denied Roosevelt's 
claim to the mining bill. Taft said: 


EXPLAINS MINES BILL. 


"The bill for the establishment of 


Trareau of/mines was Introduced in the 
(House by Huff of Pennsylvania, January 
ill, 1910, It was passed by the House 
BTanuary 25, by tho Senate May 2 and 
Digued by President Taft, May 16, 1910. 
Roosevelt dined with the German Em- 
jperor May 10, he spokOi before the Berlin 
TJnlverslty May 12 and did not reach the 
United-States from Africa for a month 
after the bill was signed " 


Less of personal attack against the 


colonel and more of a discussion of re- 
ciprocity, with appeals for a fair deal 
plentifully sprinkled tbioush, character- 
ized the President's campaign today In 
the thiw, fourth and seventh Ohio dis- 
tricts, which included 
eleven counties. 


But Taft did not pay all his attention to 
reciprocity, nor did he by any means 
abandon his policy of hurling hot shot at 
the -'colonel. After the meeting? here to- 
night he started for Cincinnati, the home 
ofojBrother Charles, where tomorrow will 
fee-spent in rest. 


The President is pretty tired of the 
gruelling stdmplng trip and by the time 
tel comes back to Cincinnati Tuesday to 
cast his vote he will have visited 73 of 
Jthe 88 counties In the State and traveled 
>700 miles within Ohio's boundaries.

The former is an attack on 
the missionaries in China. Like himself, many of 
his" prominent Chinese friends take both of these 
books very seriously. It was these friends^ all 
revolutionists, who gave him his military title. 
While the Manchus still had a price on Sun Yat 
Sen's head, Lea traveled much and conspired with 
him for their overthrow. It is said that on one oc- 
casion Lea was with Dr. Sun in New York trying, 
to negotiate a (loan of $2,500,000 from a leading" 
firm-of, bankers. They demanded 'security - and^ 
Sun was able to offer the guarantee of three great 
rice mills in Bangkok, a group of merchants in 
Singapore and mine owners in the Malay States 
worth about $120,000,000. When asked for 
the 


names of the guarantors, he replied with a letter 
giving a description of the perfect organization of 
the,revolutionary army, and saying* he would give 
the names asked for if assured that the money was 
ready. But before the negotiations closed he noti- 
fied the bankers that he had the money. Where 
he got it is not known. This is said to have been 
about a year before the revolution actually broke 
out. 
Beveridge a Faultless Dresser 


Former United States Senator Alfred J. Beve- 


ridge of Indiana, who has been campaigning in 
California for his friend, Roosevelt, is a faultless 
dresser either in the daytime or at night. In that 
respect he resembles his brother-in-law, J. Spencer 
Eddy. When in Uncle Sam's employ, the latter was 
considered the best dressed man in the American 
diplomatic service. Eddy is married to the former 
Lurline Spreckels, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. A. Spreckels of this city and New York. Beve- 
ridge married Eddy's sister. The Eddys are Chicago 
people, where the father, Lester Eddy, spent forty 
years building up a fortune as the city's most 
fashionable grocer. After that he tried

He is said 
to have achieved an artistic success, in spite of the 
fact that between the ages of 18 and 60 he gave 
little thought and time to art.

bill will somewhat resemble in size and color the 
ordinary street car transfer. Paper money now in 
use measures 7.28x3.04 inches. As proposed, this 
will be cut down to 6x2.5 inches. Philippine cur- 
rency is of the size proposed and Governor-General 
Forbes is quoted as saying that it has proven en- 
tirely successful. Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, according to the bankers, sees .many ad- 
vantages and no objections to the scheme and 
figures that the Government can save a million dol- 
lars annually by it, for five notes would be printed 
where four are now, an increased production of 25 
per cent, with the same labor as at present. Part 
of the plan is to adopt a uniform design for all 
national bank notes, doing away with the necessity 
for a special engraving for each bank, and thus 
eliminating 12,000 or more plates now in use. 
Did Not Even Kiss Good-bye 


Jn his paper read before the Comomnwealtb. Club 


last Saturday on the sinking of the Titanic, Dr. 
Washington Dodge, one of the survivors, 
related 


some graphic stories of deaths and rescues, which, 
owing to the length of the paper, the local press did 
not publish. One of the stories sets forth how 
Walter Miller Clark of Los Angeles, a son of J. Ross 
Clark and nephew of Senator W. A. Clark of Mon- 
tana, was lost and his wife was saved. It is as 
follows: 


"Another incident. Myself and wife were ac- 


quainted with a couple residing in Los Angeles, who 
were passengers on the Titanic. On the Carpathia 
the morning after the disaster we found the wife, 
but the husband was missing. The wife related the 
following: At the time of the collision her hus- 
band was on the upper deck (deck A) in the card 
rpom, engaged with some friends in a game of cards. 
She was on one of the lower decks (C deck, I think) 
preparing to retire, being partially disrobed. Being 
made conscious of the jar, and noticing that the 
engines had stopped, she put on her clothing and 
went-up two decks above to her husband in the 
card room. He assured her that there was nothing 
to be alarmed about; that'he had been so told by 
by one of the officers, and told her to return to her 
stateroom, where he would join her presently. This 
she did, he continuing in the game of cards. As she 
reached her stateroom door she saw a man with a 
life preserver on, hurrying along the corridor. She 
laughed at him and said: 
" 'Well, you must be a pretty nervous man.' 
"He then told her that the order had been given 


for all passengers to put on life preservers. She 
again went up to 'A' deck and informed her hus- 
band of what she had been told. They then went 
down to their stateroom, put on warmer undercloth- 
ing, and dressed in the warmest clothing that they 
had. After this they proceeded te the boat deck, 
where they were joined by another couple tn«> 
.knew and there watched the boats being launched. 
. "The ladies refused to enter the lifeboats, stating 
that they would wait and go with their husbands 
later. Eventually, after several of the boats were 
launched* the officers insisted that they get into a 
boat, their husbands adding their request, and as- 
sisting them into the boat. After this neither of 
them ever saw or heard anything of her husband. 
But as this lady, in narrating the' circumstance, 
stated: 
" 'Neither of us thought that there was any dan- 


ger of our~not meeting again. My husband handed 
me some money, saying; "We may be separated, 
and you might need this." But he did not kiss me 


good-bye, nor did he even say good-bye. I knew 
he had no more idea of the possibility of his being 
lost than had I.' " 
Won Friendship of a King 


Miss Lubin of Sacramento, who is shortly to be 


married in Rome to Signer Silanzi of the Italian 
consular service, is the daughter of David Lubin, 
the millionaire merchant, who has won the friend- 
ship of King Victor Emmanuel of Italy and a name 
for himself for having started the movement now 
known as the International Institute of Agriculture. 
The latter has its headquarters in Rome and Lubin 
spends most of his time there as a permanent dele- 
gate from the United States to the institute. The 
latter's object is to secure for tb^ world ah abun- 
'dance of products at reasonable rates and for the 
farmer reasonable compensation for 
his 
work. 


About fifty countries now have delegates to 
the 


institute and it is housed in a palace built for its 
use by the King of Italy. Lubin first started this 
movement in 1905 as a means of protecting 
the 


farmers against the speculators in grain and food- 
stuffs and against the arbitrary quotations of 
Chicago, Liverpool and other grain exchanges. He 
had remarkable success at the outset of this wqrk 
on his part in getting the sympathy and assistance 
of King Victor Emmanuel. It was the latter who 
first invited the nations to send delegates to organize 
the institute. 
Lubin, who is a Hebrew, was born 


in Europe and worked in a Massachusetts watch 
factory before he came to California and built up 
a great fortune in Sacramento. 
/ 


Master of Hotel Management 


Victor Reiter, who becomes manager of the new 


Hotel Oakland in your city on June 1, is a man of 
fine executive ability, a pleasing personality and a 
ripe experience in the hotel business and in the 
handling of employes and of the general public as 
hotel guests. As maitre d'hotel of the Palace for 
many years and of both the latter and the Fairmont 
since the earthquake, Reiter is one of the best-known 
and best-liked men in San Francisco. His change 
to Oakland is a distinct loss to local hotel activities.

Frenchman, he has that country's innate sense of 
politeness. Society considers him the best maitre 
d'hotel San Francisco ever has had, and two of his 
warm admirers and best wishers in his new field of 
activity are Fred Sharon, one of the owners of the 
Palace, and the latter's chief manager, Colonel J. 
C. Kirkpatrick. 
Burning Up Their Queues 


I asked a successful and modernized Chinese mer- 


chant the other evening if the report was true that' 
his countrymen, after having th'eir queues cut off, 
were preserving them in order to have them buried 
with them when they die. He replied that in China 
many may be doing so, but not here, save for a very 
few who are sentimentally inclined on the subject. 
Nor are the queues being sold. He says they are 
being thrown into the fire, the owner doing so him- 
self or telling the barber to do so. He volunteered 
the information that much human hair continues 
to come from China to this country, some to be 


made into false hair but most of it to be used in 
the making of new haircloth, mattress filling and 
the like. He says he handles some of these ship- 
ments for Eastern firms and that last year's busi- 
ness was much larger than that for 1910. With 
the widespread cutting off of queues in China, this 
business was bound to eventually fall away from 
the big record of about two million pounds sent to 
the United States in 1911. If the business increases 
next year and the year afterwards, it will show, he 
says, that the decapitated queues are being sold 
tor export instead of being kept for burial with 
their owners. 
Tips Have Been Falling Off 


The recent edict against tips by the California 


traveling men affiliated with the United Com- 
mercial Travelers caused one well-known waiter in 
one of the local high-class hotels to remark last 
night that tips recently have been falling off at an 
amazing rate. He explodes the general belief that 
it is the rich who have always been very liberal 
tippers. Many of them don't tip at all. With 
others, as Tommy Traddles said, with a wince, "It's 
—it's a pull." In his opinion, the great middle class 
and the traveling men have all along been the most 
dependable and liberal with tips. Now those classes 
are up in arms against the system and that is a jolt 
he and his associates think is ominous. There was 
a time when the waiter, he went on to say, got a 
lot of money from the man who was in town for a 
visit and from the one who periodically went out to 
see the white lights. Even they are getting rest- 
less as tippers and seem to be possessed with the 
idea that there is no sense in giving a fifty-cent tip 
with a $1.50 or a $2 check. He knows by name the 
men who still give $1 and $2 tips at dinner. There 
are only eight of them left in this burg. In order 
to prevent an unseemly scramble to wait on them 
and thus frighten them away, the waiters have 
agreed to take turns in serving them. They con- 
stitute the last phase of the golden days of tips 
hereabouts. 
Two Celebrations for July 14 


Bickering,and jealousies in the local French colony 


have finally caused a pronounced rupture between 
the two factions. In consequence of this quarrel, 
there will be this year on July 14 two formal cele- 
brations of the Fall of the Bastile. M: Levillian, a 
nephew of President Leggaflet of the French Bank 
and the newspaper, Franco Californian, heads the 
crowd which is to give a grand ball in the auditorium 
on Fillmore stree't, Saturday night, July 13, and a 
literary and musical program the next 'afternoon 
in the same place. This is known as the "kid glove" 
faction and its members have already purchased 
1500 tickets at $1 apiece for the auditorium ball. 
The latter promises to be on a most magnificent 
scale, a revival of the French balls of fifteen or 
twenty years ago in the old Mechanics Pavilion on 
Larkin street, when the merry time ran on till day- 
light peeped in. Jules Godeau, the undertaker and 
a lusty warrior in many fights over the control of 
the French hospital,, heads the other crowd along 
with the paper, Echo of the West. They have quite 
a following and expect to celebrate in the Mission 
district of the city. Henri Merou, the French con- 
sul-general here, is tactfully sidestepping any en- 
tanglements with either faction. 
Knox Left Pleasant Memory 


Philander C. Knox, the able Secretary of State in 


the Taft cabinet, has come and gone, leaving pleas- 
ant remembrances of a contagious smile, which, 
while not as effective and pronounced as that of the 


lamented McKinley, is nevertheless a worthy and 
valuable asset for any man either 
in public or 


pi-ivate life to have. Knox also has splendid poise 
and a dignity and spirit of good fellowship that 
blend perfectly. Like United States Senator New- 
lands of Nevada, Fred Sharon of this city and others 
who could be mentioned, he no longer affects spats. 
A fine dresser, his clothes look as if they were 
pressed every few days, for unrivaled is the trou- 
sers' crease.

'at last apparently uncovered a clear case of restraint of trade, in 
open violation of the Sherman act, involving international money 


/ -Imd commercial trusts working hand in hand together to increase 


the cost of living by artificially sustaining the market price of an 
imported foreign commodity entering into general consumption, 
for the special profit of the foreign producer and the domestic im 
porter, at the direct expense of the consumer. 


The case in point relates to coffee, an article of general con- 


gumption by the people of the United States, but wholly of for- 
eign production, not being among the agricultural products of this 
.country.

The committee had before it this week as a witness a member 


jaf a New York firm—one of the largest coffee importers in the 
^country—who was forced to give testimony bearing directly on 
*the manipulation of the Brazilian coffee crop and coffee market 
"which revealed the extraordinary fact that the British, German,

^money trust, represented by the National City Bank, the First 
^National Bank and J. Pjerpont Morgan Co., to lend aid to the 
Brazilian government in a time of financial distress in consider- 
lation of its exercising its prerogative to restrict the coffee pro- 
duction in order to sustain the market prices in Europe and in 
3;he United States.

Growth of American Industrial Exports. 


Manufacturing in the United States and the demand abroad 


for American manufactured products are increasing by leaps and 
bounds. A recent report of the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce, indicates that the >,otal value of the manu- 
tured products of the country exported to foreign countries dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June SO will reach the billion dollar 
mark, or an excess over the previous fiscal year of approximately 
$100,000,000. In an analysis, based on the population of the 
country, the gain of a little over $1 per capita seems insignificant. 
Its true meaning and positive proof of material prosperity loom 
up, however, when the gain in the value of the year's exports is: 
subdivided among the actual number engaged in the production 
of these manufactures, which is comparatively a moderate pro- 
portion of the adult population of the United States. 


Seventy per cent of the manufactures exported are the pro- 


ducts of ten classes of domestic industries—iron and steel, cop- 
per, mineral oil refining, woodwork, leather, cotton weaving, agri- 
cultural implements, in which the United States leads the world, 
cars, carriages ind chemicals. 


Over one-quarter of the billion dollars of the total value of 


manufactured products exported during the fiscal year is credited 
to iron and steel. In 1902 the value of this class of exports was 
under $100,000,000. This fiscal year's record shows that the man- 
ufactured iron and steel products exported have increased 150 
per cent in value in ten years,and over $20,000,000 as compared 
with the fiscal year 1910-11. 


The copper manufactured products exported reach this year 


approximately $110,000,000, or less than one-half the value of the 
exported manufactures in iron and steel. This industry has in- 
creased the value of its exports in ten years nearly 200 per cent. 
All through the line of exported manufactures similar large per- 
centages of increase in total values have occurred during the last 
ten years, showing the marvelous growth and prosperity of the 
country's industries.

AGGRAVATED CASES. 


Cases of flagrant cruelty token In 
charge by the society during the year 
include the working of sick or crippled 
horses until they fell In harness; aban- 
doning animals when sick and dying; 
beating plow horses with Iron wrench 
and clubbing and whipping them (in one 
case It was found that 10, Instead of 
the six horses used, were needed to pull 
the plow); brutally kicking horses; hir- 
ing out lit night horses that had been 
used all day and horses unfit to work 
(not 
an Infrequent practice); 
working 
horses used In such heavv work as grad- 
ing, plowing, hauling lumber and coal, 
etc, when animals were suffering from 
raw and bleeding sores under their col- 
lars; working horses with .crippled feet 
and when suffering from painful lame- 
ness; leaving horse with broken leg and 
unable to get up for three days, In a 
field, owner paying no attention to In- 
Jury; driving horse by hunters until it 
dropped dead; torturing rat by burning; 
home doctoring of dog with broken leg, 
bandadlng leg so tight that circulation 
stopped to point that dog had to be 
destroyed; hiring horse and after using 
tying to post and leaving ifl night In rain, 
and without food or water; using In 
end of whip when driving horses, a brad 
nearly two Inches long and sharp as a 
nccdlo; leaving cows In tho rain and 
standing above tnelr knees In mud and 
water; using old, blind, crippled and dis- 
eased horses up <to tho last 
moment, 
horses Intended to be sent to Petaluma 
for chicken feed—one dying while pulling 
his last load — another being walked all 
tho way from Hayward Into Oakland, 
so crippled that ho hobbled on three 
legs the-so 15 miles: cruelly driving horse 
IB miles, then tying to fence and leav- 
ing all night In tho cold without food 
or water, starting on return trip next 
morning without feeding the horse, lash- 
Ins him all the way—the horse dropping 
to the floor when ho reached the stable 
and dying soon afterward, coaxing little 
kitten down from tree by boys, who, upon 
getting It, set a dog after It, the dog 
killing It; working horse with bleeding 
foot, officer flndlfj; t^flt 
<* tiflH 
V-nd 
pierced tho foot; leaving stock on rnnge 
bare of feed—no other provision being 
made for feed: leaving sheep on range 
without feed until weak and dying—of- 
ficers having to destroy « large number 
because so weak and sick from neglect 
that there was no hope of recovery; poi- 
soning dogs, and feeding them ground 
glass; Wcklnjf and abusing dog, finally 
breaking Hi leg; and bentlng dog to tho 
extent that Injuries had to be dressed 
by a veterinarian.

FOUNTAINS. 


Upon the request of the society two 
new drinking fountains for animals have 
been erected In Oakland during; 
the 
year. Altogether, 10 up-to-date, sanitary 
animal fountains have been installed in 
this city. Included, is the beautiful En- 
sign fountain, a gift to the city, made 
possible by the pliilantkropy of the late 
Herman Ensign, founder of the National 
Humane Alliance. 
The soclct/ assisted In securing funds 
for a drinking fountain for man. and 
beast, for Alameda, and one combining 
artistic merit and utility has been erect- 
ed on one of that city's principal thor- 
oughfares. Tho society hopes that drink- 
ing accommodations for animals may. In 
the near future, be extended to the boule- 
vard and along the road to Nlles. 


AMBULANCE CALLS. 


The continued frequent call for 
thft 
animals' ambulance demonstrates Its use- 
fulness. 
Tho object of the service is 
the safe and comfortable removal of dis- 
abled animals to stables or hospitals. 
By means of the derrick animals that 
have fallen Into holes can be rescued 
The vehicle Is on call day or night. 
It Is sent at the expense of the society 
when an owner Is unable to pay the fee 
for Its use. 


HUMANE CONFERENCES. 


During tne year the society received 
invitation to send delegates to the-annual 
conference of the American Humane as- 
sociation held in San Francisco, in Oc- 
tober, 1911; to the annual meeting 01 
the State Humane association of Cal- 
ifornia held In conjunction with, the con- 
ference of the above association; to tHe 
congress of anti-cruelty societies to be 
held in London, Engla*!, in June, 1912; 
to the international congress of 
the 
World's League agalst vivisection 
ajid 
for the protection of animals to be held 
In Zurich, Switzerland, In August, 1912; 
and to the congress of societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals to be 
held In Turin, Italy. In October, 1912. 
The society sent delegates to the first 
two conferences and expects to have rep^ 
resentation in those approaching. 
The 
object of these conferences State, na- 
tional and International, is to strengthen 
the humane movement. 
Through them 
the humanitarians of the -world are grad- 
ually becoming united. 
In

know there is strength. 
A conference lasting a week and 01 
spacial Interest to humanitarians of the 
Pacific coast was that of the American 
(Humane association, the National Fed- 
) eratlon of Humane societies, held In Ban 
Francisco, last October, at Hotel 
St. 
Francis. It was the first conference of 
1 the kind held -nest of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 
At this notable gathering Jjiere 
were assembled many pioneers and lead- | 
ers in the anti-cruelty movement. The, 
north, east, south and west were rep- 
resented by a goodly number -at dele- 
gates.

reason of sickness or age, or for their 
families after their death. 
The general conference committee on 
Temporal Economy 
has 
recommended 
that an annuaJ conference should be em- 
powered to grant aid to these men who 
have served as pastors, but recommends 
further that such aid be given only such 
local preachers as have served fifteen 
consecutive years in one annual con- 
ference. 
Believing- that these restrictions would 
work unnecessary hardship, the pastor 
of the Marin Avenue church, who is 
also the secretary of the California Con- 
ference Local 
Preachers' 
Association, 
sent a telegram last evening addressed to 
the Rev. Horace E. Seeks of San Fran- 
cisco, a member of the committee mak- 
ing the recommendation, and pleading 
that, Inasmuch as the giving of relief 
to any local preacher would be entirely 
optional with the annual conference the 
severe restrictions upon conference lib- 
erty were unnecessary and migrht render 
a pastor whose ministry had been divided 
between two conferences or had been In- 
terrupted by a year's non-employment 
in the pastorate ineligible as a con- 
ference claimant. 
Until the present no provision has beem 
made in the church law for the relief 
of the multitude of laymen who are em- 
ployed under the district superintendents 
as pastors of charges which might other- 
wise be left pastorless by reason of the 
small salaries paid; except that a local 
preacher in distress on account of his 
service in a, particular charge may apply 
to the Quarterly 
Conference 
of 
the 
charge, which is permitted. to give him 
relief "after the allowance of the pas- 
tors and their families and all other reg- 
ular allowances are paid." The number 
of supply pastors in the California Con- 
ference which covers the northern part 
of the state is 39. Included In. this num- 
ber are the Rev. A. T. Skee, pastor qf 
the West Berkeley church, who recently 
carried forward to successful completion 
the splendid new building enterprise, and 
W. E. Coffman. pastor of the Marin Ave- 
nue church, which sent the memorial to 
the conference at Mlmmeapolla.

Williams' suit was Invoked particularly 
by his parents, he having stated to tlw 
authorities that personally he had little 
opinion one way or the other In the Vac- 
cination question. The college author- 
ities refused him regular admission after 
he had completed one semester^, unless 
he were vaccinated.

Over 4,000,000 Fish to Be Put 


Into the Minnesota 


Streams. . 


ST. PAUL, Minn.. May 
IS. — One 


hundred million -wall-eyed pike and 4,000.- 
000 brook 
trout 
will be 
distributed 


throughout the lakes and 
streams of 


Minnesota this year, tc provide amuse- 
ment for sportsmen. 
The last of the 


trout are just leaving1 the "hatcheries, and 
crews of men are In the great north 
woods gathering pike spawn to be hur- 
ried to the hatching- tanks. "Within sixty 
days the distribution will have been fin- 
issed, and a record established of 396,- 
373,700 small fish, or "fry," as common- 
ly called, liberated In free waters within 
se\en years. 
The record probably is 


unequalcd. In addition to the pike and 
trout, possibly 500,000 bass will be planted 
this fall, when the-season for gathering- 
arrives. 


"When the hot days come, when the 


asphalt begins to soften, the streets to 
bake and stream In the wake of the 
water wagon and -office men dream of 
lakes surrounded by pine trees and spruce 
and tamarack, It Is expected the rush to 
the famous fishing haunts of the Gopher 
state will begin. There are 10,000 lakes 
in Minnesota, in some of which no white 
man has ever cast a. line. Virtually all 
of them teem with bass, pike, crapple, 
trout and muskallonge. 
In the northern 


part of the state, especla.ly in districts 
where no lumbering has been done, are 
virgin lakes unequaled In all the world for 
game fishing. 
Planting approximately 400,000,000 fish 


fry, propagating them and caring for big 
ame haa cost Minnesota $755,232.64 dur- 
ing the last ten years. Included in this 
sum is the cost of nine tons of beef liver, 
the dinner de luxe of tho wiggler just 
learning to swim. At the hatcheries liver 
Is ground to a pulp and fed at the rate of 
200 pound a week. 
A minnow takes to 


liver pulp like a kitten to milk. 


The wall-eyed 
pike, which 
resemble 


bass and are just as palatable, are the 
cannibals of fishdom. When the pike fry 
get to be large enough to move about 
with easo civil war begins, and the rate 
of extermination is measured only by the 
gluttonous appetites of the combatants. 
When'a young pike becomes-hungry, he 
turns to his nearest companion and pro- 
ceeds to eat him, taking ft - bite out of 
whichever part he first touches. Activity 
uf men in charge of tho hatching tanks 
does not stop them, and the only way to 
preserve the fry Intact is to move them 
to open waters, where there la opportu- 
nity for escape or fro and easy room for 
an uninterrupted fight. 


The female pike Is the greatest pro- 


ducer of eggs, or spawn, of any game 
fish In America- 
Minnesota Is fighting 


with all its might to rid. the Inland wa- 
ters of German carp and sucker. These 
are the deadly enemies of game fish; not 
(Hat they are equal In a pitched battle, 
.but because cither a carp or a sucker 
will eat or mutilate 1,000,000 eggs of the 
gome fish during the spawning season.

Oakland's main business district has gradually taken posses- 


sion of the oak groves which gave the town its name and which 
in the earlier days formed the setting for homes within a stone's 
throw of the shopping section. 


Skyscrapers have crowded out both the residences and oaks in 


the downtown district, and old photographs of the Oakland That 
Was are novel souvenirs. .One of the greatest contrasts is found 
in camera' views of Twelfth street, looking east from Broadway, 
taken in 1869 and those snapped in 1912. The first showed rude 
wooden business houses, one and two stories in height, on the 
main business "street,-and residences and the old California Col- 
lege, on Twelfth street, near Broadway. The school afterward 
became the University of California, and was removed to B^rke- 
ley.. A bank building which cost almost a million dollars now 
occupies one of the corners, and is shown in the latest ^photo- 
graph, which'.tell's t^e,"story of progress. A modern theater is 
being completed on.Twelfth street in the same block, and'on the 
opposite side of Franklin street stands one ,of the city's modern 
hotels. Such contrasts might be afforded in numerous other 
parts of the business section if -more photographs of the old city • 
had been preserved. 


The retail .section of Oakland has expanded until it covers a 


large part of the residence section as it e'xisted in 1869. Old homes 
are .still being removed from locations on the edge of the busi- 
ness section to-make way for office and store structures. 
Par- 


ticularly in the.new shopping district along Clay and pn some of 
the intersection streets ancient dwellings are being torn down. 


Old settlers who occupied some of these residences/in .1869 


would not have taken any stock in a_ prophecy that the frontage 
on their property would bring several thousand dollars a front 
foot in 1912. Neither would 'they have believed stories that down- 
town churches would be crowded out by business buildings- be- 
cause the religious societies would not afford to occupy such val- 
uable holdings. It is also hard for the newcomer, to believe that 
vacant lots along downtown Broadway were cow pastures, in 1868.

Q — I have two large lots in the suburbs of Oakland which I 


want to use to the best advantage. Which would you consider the 
more profitable crop, vegetables or chickens? If the latter, what 
variety would be best? 


A — An educated American in his "back-to-the-land" enthusiasm 


might enjoy the raising of vegetables, but he would probably draw 
the line at peddling them — which would have to be done, as the 
space is too small to raise them in wholesale quantities. Even il" 
he did not feel it beneath his dignity to transact business with 
the cook, he would never have the patience to spend half an hour 
showing his vegetables and then perhaps sell only a five-cent head 
of lettuce. Raise enough vegetables for family use, by all means, 
and if the soil is suitable for potatoes, a generous patch "of these 
will materially reduce the cost of living. The rest of the ground 
can be used for chickens and if properly managed they will prove 
very profitable. Have two yards for each house and grow vege- 
tables in one yard, while the fowls occupy the other. The chicken 
manure will enrich the soil and the crop grown on the ground will 
purify it so that it will be healthful for the chickens. Train berry 
vines over the fences by fastening ladder-like frames to the top 
of the fence posts. Besides adding to the income, the vines will 
furnish shade for late-hatched chicks without which they will not 
thrive, and again, they will add to the appearance of a place. 
There are several things to take into consideration when deciding 
on the breed of fowl to keep. It is never best to keep the Medi- 
terranean breeds on a town lot on account of the difficulty in con- 
fining them, but they can be kept at home by wiring over their 
pens the same as for turkeys. But to get the very largest profit 
from chickens in town one must keep the most popular breed and 
sell eggs fpr hatching and high-class stock. Watch the fashion 
in chickens and you will find that although there are several 
breeds which are always popular, there is one breed, or a variety 
of some one breed, which is attracting more attention than all 
the others combined. This is the breed to stock your yards with, 
provided that you do not wait till their popularity is on the wane.
